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DETAILED ACTION 



It is noted that the amendment to claim 37 on page 1 of the instant amendment is not 
entered since claim 37 was cancelled in the amendment of 2/9/01 (paper no. 7). 



1 . Claims 38-49 and 54 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 
CFR 1 . 142(b) as being drawn to a non-elected invention. Election was made without traverse in 
Paper No. 10. 



2. Claim 28 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claim 28 depends from cancelled claim 27 and is therefore indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 



(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
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4. Claims 11,14-16,18,19,30-33,50,51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by 
Press et al 4,681,349. Press et al clearly teach a non-metallic liner covered in metallic housing 
members which have complementary facing portions which mate and receive a fillet type weld 
(see col. 7, lines 7-10). It is clear that the discosure refers to a fillet weld for part of the welding 
process (col. 7). 



5. Claims 2-10,12,13,17,20,34-36,52,53 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. Claims 21-26 are allowed. 

The radially inner and outer nesting portions and attendant structure set forth in the 
above-mentioned claims are not found nor suggested in the prior art of record. 



7. Applicant's arguments filed 2/9/01 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
Contrary to Applicant's arguments regarding Press, the one of the welds is disclosed in col. 7 as 
being a "fillet weld". Accordingly, the rejection in view of Press is maintained.
